Nation-wide bone dry prohibition in 
the United: States effective July -Ist, 
1919, and continying during the -war 
at least, is a strong probability 
through compromise negotiations in 
congress. 

An agreement’for passage of legis- 
‘lation ;to stop sales of all intoxicating 
bevehages on that. date, leaders — of 
both dry and wet factions in the sen- 
ate stated, seemed to be in sight. 
President Wilson was represented as 
inob opposing the legislation, and sena- 
tors believed the: house would accept 
the propesal under negotiations. As 
it stands, the bill would stop sale of 
intoxicants January ist next. At 
President Wilson’s suggestion, accord- 
ing to Senator Shepard, postpone- 
ment-of the date-was - éureed to by 
spokesmen. of both factions. In ne- 
gotiations most of the prohibition ad- 
vacates were agreeable to fixing July 
Ist: as the date. 

Formal conclusion of an agreement 
is expected to pave the way for pas- 
sage of the bill by the senate into this 
week’ or early next week.

After completing the ‘high 
school and agricultural college courses

‘Lhe success of rural co-operation 
depends in a very large measure upon 
the terms and conditions of land ten- 
ure.

In Denmark, legislation 
has been in operation for a number of 
yearf providing for the acquisition of 
land upon 50-year loans at four per 
cent. At this rate, a laborer who has 
one-tenth the purchase price of a par- 
eel OF laid tan borrow the other nine- 
tenths, either from a ‘state bank, or 
from one of the 536-co-operative sav- 
ings banks. There are approximately 
240,000 farms’ in Denmark, averaging 
a little over 40 acres each, and vary- 
ing in size frob 1% acres to 150 acres, 
not including a few large estates.
